. birds are not so rare as | most 
poople imagine, 

The Londen Zoo his recelved 
quite recently two gifts of nlbino 
birds—a common lapwing from 
Major Jorvoise, of Basingstoke, 
and a white phenaant from Sir 
Eric Geddes, which was eaujht at 

’ Hassocks, in Sussex. A few weeks 
ago there arrived a creamy-white 
badger, which was catsht in the 
neighbourhood of Dorchester,’ 

Other albinos which e Zoo 
possesses are a herd of “white” 

“red deer at Whipsnade, which once 
formed part of the famous herd 
belonying to the date Sir Robert 
Harvey, of Langley Park, Sloth. 

Albinizm fa duc to 2 deficieney 
ooopiement, and ia characterised 
ly a ereamy whiteness of the skin 
or hair and a pinkness of the eves, 
The latter condition is due to the 
blood In the retina being seen 
without any interfering pigment 
Inver. 

This absence of the layer of pie 
ment makes the eye xtremely 
senaitive to light and accounts fur 


the peering look and wrinkled eye- ]- 


lida which is characteristic of the 
albino. 2 
_ White Elephant. 

The winter changes which occur 
in the conta of many animals such 
ax the stloat, ermine, and arctic 
fox, probably have no connexion 
with albinism, but are due to an 
increased activity of the thyroid 
xland during the cold weather. 
Similarly, the white trojes and 
salamanders whieh ure sometimes 
found are not true albinos, but owe 
their lack of colour to some glandu. 
tar abnormality. 

The rarest and = most valuable 
albino which has ever been exhi- 
bited at the Zoo was the white ele- 
phant which came from Barma in 
1926. A special house was built 
to receive it and it was on view for 
about nine months at Regent's 
Park, after which if went on tour 
in America for a year, 

This elephant was held to be 
sacred by the Karens of Burma, 
and waa reputed toe bring hick 
wherever it went, ‘This liek, how- 
ever, never xcemed to materialise, 
Jor while at the Zoo one of its 
keepers met with a violent death,

A French naval airship attached 
to the Rochefort base was badly 
damaged when making a foreed 
Janding inn 40-mile-an-hour gale 
near Pont L’Abbe  D'’Arnoult 
(Charente Infericure) yesterday.

5,000 YEARS OLD. 


How a Jost city 5,000 ven ote 
was recently discovered hy accident 
was dercribed by sir Edward A. 
Gait, chairman of the Royal Society 
of Arts, in his inaugaral wisress 
To the seviety 


Sir Edward) said that Mr. R. D. 
Banerji, of the Government of 
India Archwological Department, 
while exploring a Buddhist stupa 
in the lower Indus Valley, found a 
great variety of more ancient re- 
mains, 


These discoveries led, to a: thor- 
ough exploration under Sir John 
Marshall, Director-General of Arch- 
wological, with the result. that the 
remains of an extensive city were 
opened out. 


“They include,” said Sir U'dward, 
“well-built, houses with their own 
wells and bathrooms, brick flooring 
and covered drains, betokening a 
pre-Aryan civilisation, dating from 
about 3,000 B.C., and far in advance 
of that of the same period in 
Egypt and Mesopotamia. Other 
similar reniains, together with some 
of a still earlier civilisation, have 
since been found. 


“The remarkable discovery upsets 
the old idea ‘that civilisation was 
first brought to India by the Ayans, 
added Sir Edward.

STEAMER SUNK. 


24 DROWNED IN JAVA 
MISHAP. 


Jambi, Nov. 25, 
Following a collision with a ferry- 
boat, the steamship Ophelin found- 
ered, 24 passengers being drowned.

SENTENCED.

’ CENTRAL FIGURE GETS 
; ‘NINE MONTHS. ~*~ 


Banel, Nov. 30. 

Doctor Mueller, the central 
figure in the sensational drug trial 
commenced recently, haa been sen- 
tenced to nine months’ imprison- 
ment and tined 20,000 Swiss francs. 

Others sentenced include an 
Italian, Bollinnri, to six weeks and 
a fine of 10,000 franca, and Doctor 
Rauch (n Genevn ‘chemist) to four 


{ months and a fine of 10,000 francs. 


Other accused persons, Including 
Mueller’a wife, were acquitted, but 
will hnve to pay part of the costs 
of the case, amounting to 20,000 
fratics.— Renter.

it was reported from Base] on 
November -14 that what promised 
to be the most sensational caso in 
the history of the fight aguinst the 
drug traffic, and one which involves 
millions of Swiss francs, hunareds 
of pounds of illicit druga and many 
international dope traffickers waa 
to open in the presence of the 
Lengue of Nations representatives. 

The proceedings were the sequel 
to the discovery in 1929 by the 
Egyptian Customa of a consignment 
of heroin despatched - from Basel, 
which was discovered to be the 
manufacturing centre. Agents in 
nimost all of the Central European 
cotntries and the Orient were im- 
plicated und every capital in the 
world is understood to be indirectly 
involved. 

Kyyptian Customs officials in 
Alexandria on November 16, 1929, 
discovered 20 cuses of heroin in 
the cargo of the Italian ateamer 
Esperia, disguised ng “glue.” En- 
quiries led to the Aearthltue of a 
world-wide system for the distri- 
bution of the drug which was mane 
factured at Basel. The distribu- 
thon centres included Tokyo and 
Buenos Aires. The manufacturer 
of the drugs, which are valued at 
more than £600,000, was Dr, Fritz 
Mueller, a German chemist residing 


“Fat Basel, and his collaborators in- 


cluded a Rumanian, Maurice Gruen- 
bers and an E ili¢hmian, Frederick 
Cohn in Egypt, and a German, Kurt 
Smith, in the Kar East.
